The joint U.S.-Soviet decla- 
ration called for the withdra- 
wal of Israeli aimed forces 
foam Arab territories occupied 
in the' 1967 Arab-Israeli war 
resolution of the Palestinian 
question to assure "the legiti- 
mate rights of the Palestinian 
people," setting up demilitari- 
zed zones under United Nati- 
ons supervision and participa- 
tion of the UjS/ and the Soviet 
Union in international qua ra- 
nt ees of new borders. 

Begin concept unacceptable 

The visiting Czechoslovak 
foreign minister reiterated his 
country's support for the just 
straggle of the Arab people 
against Israeli aggression. 

He also said his government 
dees not accept -Israeli Premier 
Menachem Begin’s concept of 
peace in the area.

A film of the paratroops 
made by French television sh- 
owed that their armament had 
been strengthened since they 
first arrived in Lebanon with 
defensive weapons only. The 
film clip showed them to be 
equipped with armour-piercing 
bazookas. 

Shortly after noon Salvan 
was removed by ambulance 


from a Palestinian Red Cresce- 
nt clinic to the French Hotel 
Dieu De France Hospital in the 
Christian sector of Beirut for 
further treatment. 

The wounded colonel, with 
oxygyn bulbs inserted into his 
nose, was quickly carried on 
a stretcher from the unescor- 
ted ambulance to hospital. 

A U.N. spokesman said Sal- 
van sustained five gunshot wo- 
unds in the hips and legs that 
caused multiple fractures. 

He told reporters two sur- 
geons from the American Uni- 
versity of Beirut hospital we- 
re brought overnight to the 
Palestinian hospital to operate 
on Salvan. 

“Most of the bullets have 
been removed and the colonel 
is out of the critical list" the 
spokesman said. 


French U.N. commander shot on way 
to stop battle in PLO vehicle 


TYRE, Lebanon, May 3 (R). — 
Capt. Jean Menegaux, a Fren- 
ch U.N. officer told Reuters 
today. 

The French commander. Col. 
Jean-Germain Salvan, had been 
shot in the legs as he was be- 
ing driven in a Palestine Libe- 
ration Organisation (PLO) veh- 
icle to try to stop the battle. 

He said armoured cars, roc- 
kets, mortars and machine gu- 
ns were used in fierce fighting 
over a five kms. front for al- 
most two hours. 

The captain, who said he 
had fought by his colonel's si- 
de during the heaviest excha- 
nges, said “this was no minor 
clash. It was a real battle with 
heavy weapons”. 

Detailed account 

Capt. Menegaux said the U.N. 
had not established the identi- 
ty of the guerrillas involved in 
last night’s battle. 

The Palestinians said one of 
the officers who bad been ac- 
companying Col. Salvan when 
they were ambushed had died 
of his wounds. 

As U.N. helicopters swept 
down on the French barracks 
here today to evacuate the wo- 
unded, Captain Menegaux ga- 
ve a detailed account of the 
fighting. 

He said Col. Salvan and PLO 
leaders met in the barracks at 


fcOO pm. local time to discuss 
earlier clashes in which French 
soldiers had killed three Le- 
banese leftist gunmen. 

Ten minutes later a U.N. 
track carrying food supplies in 
the area was destroyed by a 
rocket-propelled grenade and 
an accompanying jeep was sp- 
rayed by automatic weapons 
fire, he said. 

The colonel immediately br- 
oke off the peace talks and led 
a strong force into the coun- 
tryside to Investigate the inci- 
dent- 

Capt- Menegaux said the 
UN. troops came under heavy 
fire, reinforcements went out 

and fighting spread quickly 

over a large area. "They we- 
re hitting us from several bu- 
ildings as well as from camou- 
flaged positions in the orange 
groves’*, he said. 

“In the first few minutes, I 
saw one of our armoured cars 
exploding in flames after being 
hit by a rocket". 


At the same time, a French 
soldier was killed when the ba- 
rracks was hit by rocket and 
mortar fire, he said. 

After almost two hours, PLO 
officials appealed for a cease- 
fire and Colonel Salvan agr- 
eed to drive with them to the 
front-line to implement it. 

Capt. Menegaux said the 
Colonel was standing in the 
back of a PLO truck with a Pa- 
lestinian liaison officer when it 
was ambushed about 400 met- 
res from the barracks. 

All three occupants of the 
vehicle were wounded and a 
French soldier in a U.N. jeep 
driving behind was killed, he 
said. 

PLO medical officers took 
the Coi. to a Palestinian hos- 
pital in Beirut for an emer- 
gency operation. 

Capt- Menegaux said the 
Senegalese soldier was shot 
dead as he was driving down 
the main coastal highway from 
Beirut.

U.N. General Assembly calls for

UNITED NATIONS, May 3 
(R). — The General Assembly 
today called for South Africa's 
unconditional withdrawal from 
Namibia (South West Africa) 
and recommended economic 
sanctions to back up its de- 
mand. . 

By 119 votes to none with 
21 members abstaining, the 
world body adopted a declara- 
tion and plan of action at the 
final meeting of a special 10- 
day session on the long-stand- 
ing Namibia problem. 

No mention was made in 
the lengthy document of eff- 


orts by the five western me- 
mbers of the Security Council 
to work out a settlement acc- 
eptable to the international 
community. 

The proposals by the U.S., 
Britain, France, Canada and 
West Germany have been acc- 
epted by South Africa, which 
rules Namibia under a manda- 
te originally issued by the Lea- 
gue of Nations. 

Further talks with the other 
principal party, the South West 
Africa People’s Organisation 
(SWAPO), are to be conducted 
by the western five beginning 
on Friday. 


King Khaled says Arabs 
should not expect “equity” 
from either East or West 

KUWAIT, May 3 (R). — King Khaled of Saudi Arabia was 
quoted today as saying Arabs should not expect equity for 
their position In the Middle East situation from either East or 
West. 

In an interview published by the Kuwaiti newspaperAl 
Siyassah, the king said solidarity between Arab countries “waf 
capable of doing everything.

mestic problems at a time when many variables are emerging 
in a number of countries which enjoy geographicaHy-important 
locations in Central Asia and the Horn of Africa." 

Asked to comment on anti-government troubles in Iran, 
the Saudi monarch said he thought that the Shah had the 
situation under control "Our information confirms that the 
shah was enjoying a strong and wise administration in his 
country. It seems that what has happened has happened under 
the Shah's sight and hearing. Hie man is experimenting a 
form of rule that will provide more opportunities to all trends 
in his country,” he said. This did not mean that the Gulf area 
has ceased being “a target for international ambitions which 
do not want well-being of tee region," he added.

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Overdoing the 
flag-waving 

We’re a bit confused again, which in itself would 
not be great cause for editorial comment, were it 
not for the fact that our confusion stems from the 
latest statements by President Carter over the week- 
end. In an interview with the New York Times 
syndication service, on the occasion of Israel’s 30th 
anniversary celebrations, Mr. Carter was more 
emphatic than usual in making clear his opposition 
to a Palestinian independent state in the West Bank, 
as well as his belief that a permanent Middle East 
peace settlement would be based “substantially” on 
the proposals for Palestinian home-rule put forward 
by Israel’s Premier Menachem Begin, which include 
giving Palestinians the choice of only Israeli or 
Jordanian citizenship. 

This is not the time to get into an argument 
with either Mr. Carter or Mr. Begin on the rights or 
wrongs of those premises. It is not our intention, or 
our right, to suggest whether the Palestinians should 
have an independent state or one hooked up in a 
federation with anybody the Palestinians want to 
book up with on a reciprocal basis. Similarly, it is 
none of our business to say whether the Palestinians 
choose Israeli or Jordanian or any other citizenship. 
These are all matters that have to be settled in 
negotiations among the Palestinians, the Israelis and 
the other Arab states. 

What we do object to, however, is Mr.-Garter’s 
presumptuousness in being so einphatic~Hfr ' his 
suggestions about the form of a final settlement. To 
view a final peace based “substantially” on Mr. 
Begin’s proposals Is to be substantially very far 
away from a final peace of any enduring validity or 
legitimacy. To deny the Palestinians their right to a 
process of full self-determination in which they can 
choose to federate with New Jersey, if they so 
wish, is to fix unnatural perimeters to an organic 
peace-making process that needs flexibility above 
all else to gain momentum and achieve results. 

To make things more confusing, we are told, via 
President Sadat of Egypt, that the American position 
really has not changed at all. So why does Mr. Carter 
make these statements that only muddle the already 
murky waters of Middle East diplomacy? 

If Mr. Carter wants to wave the flag on the 30th 
anniversary of Israel’s creation, he can do so with- 
out creating more- unnecessary ill-will and confusion. 
It is hard to see how his latest statements add to the 
quest for peace, or to the delicate American role as 
a vital mediator.

Royal Scientific Society places emphasis 
on adapting “appropriate”

AMMAN, May 3 — The Ro- 
yal Scientific Society (RSS) 
is shifting its emphasis away 
from prestigious science to- 
wards low technology and sm- 
all scale production. Dr. Albert 
Butros told the Jordan Times 
last night. 

He was speaking at the end 
of a comprehensive review of 
the work of the RSS delivered 
at the British Council, In which 
he laid emphasis on the close 
links tt«t the society was de* 
veloping with industry in Jor- 
dan. 'Hie RSS. he said, “does 
not aim to unravel the secrets 
of nature, ... It’s approach is 
basically practical, pragmatic 
and mission-oriented.” The pri- 
mary objective of the society. 
Dr. Butros declared, is “serv- 
ing the process of industrialis- 
ation and economic and social 
development” 

Dr. Butros believes that the 
RSS should not concentrate its 
research in fields where tech- 
nology is rapidly changing. In- 
. stead it should apply its limit- 
ed resources to adapting “ap- 
propriate” technology from ab- 
road. 

Giving an example of the 
sort of research that the RSS 
would avoid in future, Dr. 
Butros mentioned the walkie- 
talkies which the society had 
developed. The final products, 
he said, were very sophisticat- 
ed, but Jordan could not ulti- 
mately support a walkie-talkie 
industry in competition with 
foreign manufacturers. It wou- 
ld be more sensible, for ins- 
tance, to encourage the estab- 
lishment of an economically 
viable industry for processing 
fruit juices, he said. 



ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY

The newspaper was referring to 
an insinuation by the Israeli Prime Minister Menachem Begin fn 
the United States Tuesday that a development towards these nego- 
tiations would be discussed shortly. 

At the same time A1 Dustour welcomes President Sadat’s 
expression of readiness, in his May Day speech Tuesday, for the 
resumption of diplomatic relations between Egypt and the Arab 
Steadfastness (Rejection) Front states. It is also gratified at the 
president’s voiced support for Arab solidarity and tor the conven- 
ing of an Arab summit and for renewing his commitment to a 
comprehensive Middle East solution and to safeguarding the Pa- 
lestinian people’s right to self-determination in their own land.

„The RSS. itself cannot en- 
gage in large-scale production, 
but it could usefully produce 
limited quantities of specially 
ordered equipment. Dr. Butros 
suggested. The society’s new- 
ly developed "Minilab”, for in- 
stance, has been produced 
with the limited needs of Jor- 
dan’s training institutions in 
mind. Containing a signal gen- 
erator, a DC power supply and 
a volt-ammeter, the Minilab 
incorporates relatively low-le- 
vel technology, but because of 
its flexibility it is likely to 
prove cheaper than imported 
equipment. 

Research at the society has 
also been conducted -- for in- 
stance - in low cost solar he- 
aters and in diesel burners for 
use in bread ovens. 

The RSS should be design- 
ing things that can be made in 
the local blackmith’s shop, Dr. 
Butros went on, rather than 
competing in the field of high 
technology. 

Apart from research, Dr. Bu- 
tros outlined in his lecture 
three main objectives for the 
society: the provision of ser- 
vices and of information and 
the formulation of science and 
technology policy. The RSS 
tries to stimulate the estab- 
lishment of new industries in 
the country, but it also serves 
existing ones - - in particular 
the medium and small scale in- 
dustries which perceive the im- 
portance of research and de- 
velopment, but lack the faci- 
lities to do their own. 

The RSS carries out a range 
of laboratory tests on metal 
strength, for instance, or food 
quality. Services on offer also 
include economic feasibility st- 
udies, the maintenance and ca- 
libration of mechanical and ele- 
ctronics equipment and the 
use of the society’s computers 
for accounting, for systems an-

alysis and even for the train- 
ing of computer operators. 

Increasingly, the society’s 
relations with industry are be- 
ing governed by formal cont- 
racts and the revenue from 
this is increasing “dramatical- 
ly” and will account this year 
for 25 per cent of the society’s 
running costs. 

Other countries within the 
region are beginning to show 
interest in using the RSS as a 
technological services centre. 
The Building Materials Rese- 
arch Department has been sp- 
ecifically designated by the Ar- 
ab League as a regional cent- 
re. 

Recognising the need to sift 
and organise the technological 
information which is available 
in Jordan, the RSS is busy de- 
veloping its information serv- 
ices. It already has a library of 
30,000 books and subscribes to 
900 journals. It is now plann- 
ing. to draan-up and distribute 
tables of contents of speciali- 
sed journals, and this may ev- 
en be computerised at a later 
stage. The Economics Depart- 
ment is akso preparing an eco- 
nomic data bank. 

The RSS has a special inte- 
rest in developing science edu- 
cation in Jordan. It has design- 
ed ripple tanks for use in sch- 
ool physics labs for example, 
and has printed 71 technical 
manuals and 13 textbooks. 

Now it is just about to br- 
ing out a School Science Jou- 
rnal. 

The RSS played a leading 
role in preparing for the Sci- 
ence and Technology Policy Co- 
nference which took place he- 
re in February. 

But despite the society's "ca- 
talytic” role to date, Dr. Bu- 
tros believes that the final res- 
ponsibility for technology po- 
licy should not be given to a 
research institute, which wou- 
ld lack the necessary breadth 
of view. He told the Jordan 
Times that he thought the pr- 
oposed national science policy 
council would probably be at- 
tached to the National Plan- 
ning Council. This arrangeme- 
nt would be one way of resp- 
onding to the need to tie in 
technological development with 
social and economic goals. 

Concluding his lecture. Dr. 
Butros conceded that the RSS 
would remain a controversial 
institution, viewed by some 
as an expensive experiment, 
at least until it made some 
"break-through” that appealed 
to the public. But he defended 
its usefulness by putting the 
running costs of the society 
in the context of the “mind- 
boggling” sums that the Arab 
World spends as a matter of 
course on the technology and 
research which is built Into 
goods bought from abroad.

UNRWA to move headquarters from Beirut 

BEIRUT, May 3 (JT). — The United Nations Relief and Works 
Agency for Palestine Refugees in foe Near East is exploring 
with Syrian, Jordanian and Austrian governments the transfer 
of UNRWA Headquarters to Damascus, Amman or Vienna. The 
Commissioner General of UNRWA, Thomas W. McElbiney, 
has begun, consultations on relocation of headquarters in con- 
sideration of the office’s need for greater efficiency and safety ' 
of staff. UN. Secretary General Kurt Waldheim has approved 
the action being taken. 

Mr. McElhmey pointed out there is no operational need 
for UNRWA Headquarters to be in any particular location. It 
does not directly supervise UNRWA activities in Lebanon. Its 
relationship to the Lebanon field office is foe same as its 
relationship to UNRWA field offices in Damascus, Amman, 
Jerusalem and Gaza. Hence foe move will not affect services 
to -the 201,000 Palestine Refugees registered with the Agency 
in Letanoft, fewer than 12 per cent of foe registered Palestine 
Refugees in the Near East as a whole. UNRWA’s Lebanon field 
office; with a staff of about 2,300 will remain and will continue 
as in the past to provide education, health care and relief to 
foe refugees. 

Although the new location of UNRWA headquarters 
cannot be determined until the consultations now underway 
are completed. Commissioner General McElhmey pointed out 
that, even if it becomes necessary for the office to move out- 
side the Near East - - for lack of adequate office space, faci- 
lities and services - - be is trying to obtain at least minimum 
accommodation for some staff who would remain, for an of- 
fice which he and otter Senior Staff would use as a base for 
part of every year while touring in the region, and for con- 
ference facilities. 

Mr. McElhmey said, moreover, that on the basis of UN- 
RWA Headquarters experience during its temporary absence 
from Beirut in 1976-77, it is clear that headquarters can ope- 
rate more efficiently and consequently better serve refugee 
interests when it is not located in the same place as one of 
the field offices, which actually provide UNRWA’s services to 
the refugees.

BRUSSELS, May 3 (R). — West German Economic Affairs Minister Otto 
Lambsdorff has warned the European Common Market not to resort to pro- 
tectionism to insulate outmoded industries from the effects of foreign com- 
petition. He told a meeting of EEC Foreign Ministers yesterday that pro- 
tectionist policies would lead to retaliation from the community’s trading 
part, .ers and endanger its relations with the Third World. 


He said such policies would dorff said West Germany had 


also increase World-Wide pes- 
simism about economic gro- 
wth -- something which the 
community as the world's lar- 
gest trading bloc bad a res- 
ponsibility to avoid. 

Speaking during discussion 
of an Irish request for tougher 
trade barriers against cheap

reservations, and in order to 
avoid the prospect of some st- 
ates taking separate national 
measures. 

Calling for a more laissez- 
faire approach to commerce, 
the West German minister sa- 
id grants and loans to outmo- 


ded and uneconomic industri- 
es often meant their artificial 
preservation.

GENEVA, Switzerland May

Japans Fukuda discusses 
economic problems in U.S. 

WASHINGTON, May 3 (R). — Japanese Prime Minister 
Takeo Fukuda yesterday began two days of talks with Ameri- 
can officials on economic problems, particularly his country's 
massive balance of trade surplus with the United States. 

After a working lunch with Secretary of State Cyrus Vance, 
he met the Senate Foreign Relations Committee and members 
of the House of Representatives. Discussions with President 
Carter at the White House were due today. 

Mr. Fukuda’s talks were expected to focus mainly on 
Japan's $8.9 billion trade surplus with the United States and 
American concern over ways of reducing it. In talks in Tokyo 
in January, both countries pledged to strengthen bilateral trade 
relations and promote world economic recovery. 

Japan indicated it would make every effort to reduce the 
surplus and try to achieve seven per cent growth this year. 

The United States said it intended to enact effective energy 
legislation, reduce dependence on imported oil as a means of 
improving its balance of payments position, and increase 
exports.

Soviet oil production 
may soon fail to meet 
East European needs 

VIENNA, May 3 (R). — The Soviet Union may be unable to 
meet East European energy needs in the 1980s, forcing its 
allies to turn to world markets for crude oil, Austrian re- 
searchers have said. 

The Vienna Institute for Comparative Economic Studies 
said yesterday the Soviet Union was already unable to meet 
planned oil production targets and would need increasing ; 
quantities for Us own use in the next decade. 

Annual production increases had dropped from over seven 
per cent five years ago to five per cent in 1977, nearly one 
per cent below target. 

Most of the country's huge untapped reserves are in re- 
mote areas of Siberia where exploitation would be unecono- 
mic, the report said 

Romania covers its needs from its own wells and Middle 
East imports, but the rest of Eastern Europe draws 85 per 
cent of its oil from the Soviet Union -- about SO million 
tonnes of crude annually. 

The Vienna institute; to a survey of Soviet Bloc econom- 
ies, predicted a gloomy outlook for East-West trade. East 
European countries were growing more dependent on the 
Soviet Union and reluctant to import from the West, it said. 

The East Bloc states nettled to reduce huge deficits dating 
back to the late 1960s and early 1970s when they spent heavi- 
ly on capital goods from the West to develop and modernise 
Industries. 

Their hopes of offsetting these costs by increased exports 
from the new plants had been dashed by the West's economic 
recession. 

The report said another factor was the Communist Bloc’s 
own slump, with growth rates plunging and few East Europ- 
ean states likely to fulfil planned targets by 1980. 

It blamed old-fashioned industrial planning and control 
for many of the area’s problems, and said a rigid, centrally- 
planned economy such as the Soviet Union's was incapable of 
dealing with the complexities of an advanced industrial state. 

It said countries with more flexible and liberal economic 
structures, such as Hungary, had maintained higher growth 
rates and boosted efficiency and productivity. 

But political problems, especially rising expectations am- 
ong ordinary people, also contributed to the Soviet Bloc's 
economic difficulties, the institute said. 

Communist authorities were now having to pump money 
into producing consumer goods instead of putting it into ca- 
pital investment. 

The Vienna institute said East Europe had started to turn 
away from the West in its search for new markets. In 1977 
the Soviet Union boosted exports to developing countries by 
42 per cent, but held down its increase In imports from them 
to seven per cent. 

But despite growing problems affecting all its members, 
the Soviet Bloc managed an overall growth rate of 43 per 
cent last year --a figure which would be envied by many 
Western countries, the report said.

LONDON, fLPS) — The old 
cliche about, then? being no- 
thing new under the sun is 
particularly true about art 

Almost every development in 
20th century painting and sc- 
ulpture finds its echo, if not 
necessarily its origins, In cre- 
ative expressions of the past; 
Greek vase painting included 
geometrical abstraction; pre- 
historic cave paintings often 
look like Picasso drawings; 
even Surrealism can be com- 
pared with the strange, dream- 
like imagery of American In- 
dians. 

Precision and wit 

So in considering Walter 
Ritchie’s remarkable sculptur- 
es in brick one is Impressed 
by 'the originality of his me- 
thod. quite apart from the ele- 
gant precision and wit of his 
compositions. 

But as he Is only too anx- 
ious to explain, the history 
of using bricks, and even bri- 
ck walls, as the basis of carv- 


ing "oes back into the dim 
past. Not that he tupped to 
the medium because of these 

jast achievements; wfaen_ the 

opportunity arose, after a' dis- 
tinguished career as a sculp- 
tor in more usual materials 
he carefully studied the rich 
historical background. 

Walter Ritchie was born fn 
Coventry, in the industrial 
midlands of England, in 1919 
and has been a professional 
sculptor for 35 years. His ini- 
tiation, so to speak, came not 
from art and artists but from 
local monumental masons, cr- 
aftsmen who in the ancient 
and medieval tradition contri- 
buted their skills to public 
buildings. 

This has been a basic infl- 
uence in Ritchie's life. He dis- 
likes the modem art world 
setup (in fact the notion of 
art dealers, one man shows, 
or the artist struggling in his 
studio is a recent phenomena 
in the history of art) and 
avoids bolding exhibitions, ei- 
ther collective or individual. 

Interest in planning 

Throughout his career he 


has established working rela- 
tionshigs wife architects and 
builders and his interest in 
the environment extends to 
participation in town planning 
schemes. 

At the age of 18 he entered 
Coventry School of Art, learn- 
ing life drawing and model- 
ling in clay then spent a year 
working with the famous sc- 
ulptor Eric Gill tndBfofl 85 
a carver, including letter cui- 
tdng- 

This apprenticeship was ch- 
osen by Ritchie in line with 
his ohilosophy of the artist 
as the servant of society. GAL 
perhaps the most distinguish-' 
ed architectural sculptor in 
Britain before World War H 
was inspired by a religious fa- 
ith to "serve God and man- 
kind. 

Prefers to work alone 

Having finished his training 
and apprenticeship Ritchie set 
up his studio at KenQworth 
in the English midlands - - 
away from the normal art ce- 
ntres - - and there he con- 
tinues to operate. He prefers 
to work alone, even when ta- 
cklinp stone sculptures weigh- 
ing uo to 20 tons. He feds 
strongly that he must accept 
responsibility for the final co- 
nception, avoiding the confu- 
sion of stvles and expression 
which often affect works of 
art completed by assistants.

thered is a man of strong 
views, -and on no subject is 
he more adamant than the 
pressures of the art establish- 
ment: “Onlv through the indi- 
vidualities of many painters 
and sculptors working In a 
climate free from artificial 
pressures may we hope for 
that rare and natural art that 
can lift the spirit and find 
a natural level with society." 

Inspired by these beliefs, 
Mr. Ritchie responded to the 
opportunity of working in 
brick, a common building ma- 
terial but one with a great 
artistic background going bade 
to the 16th century B.C. in 
Babylon. 

Bricks in the British Museum 

The British Museum has 
ywiff magnificent Persian fri- 
ezes in odour glazed bricks, 
perhaos the finest works of 
art in the medium. The Chin- 
ese also developed brick sc- 
ulpture during the Han dyn- 
asty of 300 B.C and there is 
a lone tradition of European 
achievement, notably during 
die Renaissance. 

In modem times, especially 
in the Netherlands, architects 
■nd artists have collaborated 
on sand blasted bride carv- 
ings, mostly in abstract desi- 
gns, and great artists such 
as Picasso and Henry Moore 
have had their work inter- 
preted in this technique 

What makes Walter Ritchie 
unusual is hi* insistence on 
personally carving directly in- 
to existing bride walls, reliefs 
which cut forms into the ma- 
terial. and intaglio designs 
where the figuration Is raised 
and often coloured. He is pre- 
pared to tackle any material 
-- there are about 200 kinds 
of brick, from soft surfaces 
to those as hard as granite 
-- and an immense range of 
colours. 


Since Mr. Ritchie’s first 
commission for a brick scul- 
pture in 1950 he has underta- 
ken a series of works, mostly 
in the English midlands, the 
two most ambitious being a 
huge depiction of the Flight 
into Egypt for St. Joseph's 
church Witnash, and a Cru- 
cifixion for Our Lady of the 
Wayside, Shirley, Birmingham. 

Mr. Ritchie's eminence in 
this field led to a sequence 
of panels created for Brita- 
in's Brick Development Asso- 
ciation at the International 
Building and Construction Ex- 
hibition in London In 1973, 
depicting, as the artist expla- 
ins, "the adventurous life of 
the entirely mythical Lady 
Sarah Well ington-G ore." 

Sheer elegance 

Perhaps the most immediate 
characteristic of Mr. Ritchie's 
art, apart from the various 
skills, is ji^s sheer elegance. 
Whether working on religious 
or secular themes, he invests 
his figures with an economy 
of line and a balance of for- 
ms which harks bade to his 


former master Eric Gill; and 
indeed to the great tradition 
of English craftsmanship and 
illustration. 

The figure of Christ at Shi- 
rley is powerfully and econo- 
mically delineated, expressing 
both physical strain and hum- 
an tragedy. In contrast, the 
Flight into Egypt at St. Jos- 
eph's is a complex composi- 
tion, full of dynamic movem- 
ent 

Lowry like treatment 

In other delightful panels 
Mr. Ritchie treats everyday 
life in the loving manner of 
that other great north of En- 
gland artist L. S. Lowry, sty- 
lisinp the human form to near 
caricature L showing men with 
their dogs, women shopping, 
cyclists pr crocodile lines of 
schoolchildren. 

Walter Ritchie's career jus- 
tifies his belief that "a work 
of art is the unique work of 
one man" and represents the 
satisfying spectacle of an art- 
ist who has found the perfect 
material in which to exercise 
his personal skill and vision.

One threat to a crossruff 
is that a defender might 
overruff and return a trump. 
The way to prevent that is 
to ruff so high that you can’t 
be overruffed. South’s tech- 
nique in negotiating his con- 
tract of four hearts is worthy 
of study. 

South selected one heart 
as his opening bid to provide 
for an easy rebid should his 
partner respond in spades or 
no trump. Had the opening 
bid been in first- or second- 
seat, North would probably 
have raised to four hearts, 
but he allowed some leeway 
for a possible light opening 
bid in third seat. South was 
better than minimum for his 


opening, so he had no hesita- 
tion about contracting for 
game. 

West led a low club, and 
declarer saw that he had a 
choice of attack plans. He 
oouid either play to establish 
dummy's spades, or go for a 
crossruff. Since entries to 
dummy were in short 
supply, a crossruff was the 
sounder line. 

Declarer had three tricks 
in the side suits, so he had 
to score seven trump tricks 
to make his contract. That 
seemed no major feat provid- 
ing that suits split normally 
and that he could prevent an 
overruff. After winning the 
ace of clubs, declarer cashed 
the ace of spades and ruffed 
a spade. Ace of diamonds 
and a diamond ruff put de- 
clarer in dummy for another, 
spade ruff. 

Back to dummy with a 
diamond ruff for another 
spade lead. When East pro- 
duced the last spade, de 
clarer had lo take care to 
guard against an overruff. 
He achieved this by ruffing 
with the ace of trumps for 
his eighth trick. 

The contract was now as- 
sured regardless of which 
defender held the queen of 
trumps. Declarer simply led 
a diamond and ruffed with 
the king of trumps— his 
ninth trick. Now he led a 
spade and ruffed with the 
jack of trumps. He did not 
mind if East .overruffed, for 
then the ten of trumps 
would be established as the 
game-going trick.-

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Korean plane flier: 
Clues to incident in 
flight recorder but 
Soviets hold on to it 


SEOUL, May 3 (R). — The navigator of the South Korean airliner forced 
down in northern Russia on April 20 said today the truth of what happened 
was to be found in the plane's flight recorder but the Russians were not 
giving it up. They had refused to let him copy this and other evidence for 
the investigation by South Korean officials, navigator Lee Kun-Shik told a 
news conference. 


But the plane’s pilot, Capt. 
Kira Chang-Kyu, said there wo- 
uld still be some way for the 
South Koreans to conduct 
their own. probe. 

The men, who returned ho- 
me today, were asked why the- 
ir Boeing 707 had strayed 
1,000 miles off course during 
its polar flight from Paris to 
Seoul and why the flight er- 
ror was not determined ear- 
lier. 

“I still have no clear recol- 
lection and cannot give you 
responsible answers,” Capt. 
Kim said. The navigator said 
the answer was to be found in 


the flight recorder seized by 
the Russians. 

The airliner of Korean Air- 
lines fKAL) with 97 passeng- 
ers and 13 crew was strafed by 
a Soviet fighter about seven 
hours after it left Paris, and 
two passengers were killed. 

The surviving passengers 
and crew returned home early 
last week but the Russians he- 
ld the captain and navigator 
until April 29. 

The captain said he first re- 
alised the navigational error 
when the Soviet fighter appe- 
ared. He radioed without res- 
ponse. 


As he was about to signal 
that he was aware his plane 
was off course, the fighter re- 
appeared and an explosion 
shook the Boeing, Capt. Kim 
said. 

The airliner made an emer- 
gency landing on a frozen lake 
near the city of Murmansk.

Burmese Moslem refugees 


Brezhnev’s talks in Bonn expected 
to concentrate on detente, European 
disarmament, economic cooperation 

BONN, May 3 (Agencies). — Prosp ec t s for further detente and disarmament In Europe 
are likely to dominate talks here t om o r row between Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev and 
West German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt- 

Mr. Brezhnev has already thrown one card on die table by saying in a ne wspap er 
interview published here yesterday that the Soviet Union is ready in principle to accept * 
50 per cent reduction of forces and weapons in Central Europe. 

The important thing, he raid the Social Democratic Party newspaper Yonvaerts, is 
that such an agreement would leave neither East nor West under a disadvantage. 

The Western powers see the arras equation differently. Government sources said Mr. 
Schmidt would make clear West Germany's concern over the already big advantage which 
the Soviet Union has in tanks, medium-range missiles and men. An across-the-boar d re - 
ductlon on the lines Mr. Brezhnev suggested is a non-starter, according to West German 
off? dais. They also stress that the talks are only exchanges of view, not negotiation^ as 
West Germany is only one member of an alliance. 

The Soviet and West German leaders are also bound to differ about die controver- 
sial neutron bomb. Talk last year of introducing the U.S.-deveJoped weapon brought a st- 
rong reaction from the Soviet Union - - and from some government circles here. 

Nevertheless Chancellor Schmidt hns made dear West Germany would accept station- 
ing of the weapon on Its soO If necessary. Despite President Carter's decision to defer pro- 
duction. the subject Is felt certain to come up for discussion during the four-day visit begin- 
ning tomorrow. 

In yesterday’s Interview the Soviet leader said Us country had no aggressive inten- 
tions towards Western Europe or anyone else and was only Interested in furthering the 
process of detente. 

Mr. Brezhnev described the 1970 treaty between, the Soviet Union and West Ger- 
many as “a cornerstone in the edifice of detente." Good relations between the two coun- 
tries were a measure of the international scene as a whole, he said. 

Other political topics which West German sources expect to be raised Indude the 
situation In the Middle East and Africa -- particularly Rhodesia and Namibia (South West 
Africa) -- United Nations problems and the North-South dialogue 

Informed sources at a West European forefen ministers meeting In Brussels yester- 
day also said the Soviet Union wf II sign a 25-year agreement on economic cooperation with 
West Germany. 

The sources said they were not sure whether die accord would be signed daring the 
Kremlin chiefs visit to Bonn or only initialled and formally signed later. 

The ontents of the projected agreement were not specified. Such documents usually 
deal with the framework of economic relations and not with the details of trade. 

The sources said the agreement would have an initial ten-year duration, renewable 
for three five-year periods. They also said the Moscow-Bonn agreement would be In the 
framework of European Common' Market law. 


in Bangladesh up to 80,000 


N.Y. Gov. Carey decorated for 
his “staunch support of Israel” 


DACCA, May 3 (R). —“Ab- 
out 80,000 Burmese Moslem re- 
fugees have crossed into Bang- 
ladesh in the past four weeks, 
the official Bangladesh news 
agency, quoting official sourc- 
es, reported. 

The agency said that about 
10.000 of them came yester- 
day. 

The deputy commissioner of 
Bangladesh’s southern district 
of Chittagong said the influx 
of the Moslems was continu- 
ing unabated and the situation 
might turn serious unless eff- 
ective measures were- taken to 
stop the illegal immigration. 

The Moslem refugees' arriv- 
ing in Bangladesh have said 
the Burmese army had waged 
a campaign against their com- 
munity. 


Burma has rejected charges 
of a campaign and said that 
about 20.000 Bengalis living in 
northwest Burma, had fled ac- 
ross the border to avoid im- 
migration checks. 

Bangladesh’s Foreign Secre- 
tary, Mr. Tabarak Hussain, sa- 
id yesterday that negotiations 
were going on in Rangoon to 
create the right atmosphere to 
send the refugees home. 

He was speaking to repor- 
ters after visiting refugee ca- 
mps accompanied by senior go- 
vernment officials and border 
security troops. 

Mr. Martin Haug, delegate 
of the Red Cross in Bangla- 
desh, who ^as also visited re- 
fugee camps, said many pe- 
ople had bullet wounds and 
other injuries. 


ALBANY, New York. May 3 
(R). — A move to reintroduce 
the death penalty in New York 
State failed last night when 
the state Senate was one vo- 
te short of overriding Gov. 
Hugh Carey’s veto. 

Democratic Sen. Israel Ruiz, 
under heavy pressure from oth- 
er legislators, decided to vote 
against the controversial bill. 

Apparently undecided until 
the last moment, be was quo- 
ted earlier as saying his dis- 
trict was overwhelmingly in 
favour of reinstating the de- 
ath penalty. 

The governor vetoed the bill 
last month after it was passed 
in March by tbe state Senate 
and Assembly. 


NEW YORK, May 3 (AP). 
— New York State Gov. Hugh 
Carey, honoured by the Tru- 
man Institute yesterday for his 
"staunch support of Israel,” 
said: "As governor of the se- 
cond-largest Jewish state in 
the world, I have an obliga- 
tion to all New Yorkers to sp- 
eak out." 


The governor was awarded 
the First Truman Medallion for 
his efforts on behalf of "Mid- 
dle East peace’’ at the dinner 
sponsored by the Harry S. Tru- 
man Research Institute, named 
after the late president as tri- 
bute to his role in the estab- 
lishment of Israel, and the 
American Friends of the Heb- 


rew University of Jerusalem. 

“Harry Truman was the kind 
of leader who made things hap- 
pen," Carey said. "He believ- 
ed in tbe potential benefits for 
all the people of the Middle 
East in -the establishment of 
the state of Israel. And he 
helped it happen. It is safe to 
say that Harry Truman was 
the greatest and firmest friend 
Israel has ever had in the 
United States,” he said. 

Noting that May 14 is the 
30th anniversary of the found- 
ing of Israel, Carey said for- 
mer President Truman was 
the first head of state to of- 
ficially recognise Israel. He 
said celebration of the brith 
of Israel should also be “a re- 
newal of our commitment for 
the future,” when “the United 
States must stand by one of 
its closest friends and most 
valuable allies.” 

Carey spoke out against the 
proposed sale of "F-15 attack 
fighters to Saudi Arabia and 
50 F-5E’s to Egypt.” which the 
governor said "can only weak- 
en the military position of Is- 
rael." He also attacked the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion saying, “If Israel were to 
become vulnerable to Arab mi- 
litary strength,” because of 
arms sales, "the PLO would 
move in like jackals.”

Composer Khachaturyan is dead 


MOSCOW, May 3 (R). — The death of com poser Aram Khachaturyan marks the end of an 
era of the great Soviet composers of the 20th century. 

For the 74-year old Armenian, whose death was announced last night, was the last survi- 
vor of such household names as Prokofiev, Shostakovich and Rachmaninov. 

One of the most versatile of all - - his Sabre Dance made the pop hit parade in the sixties 
and he scored more than 20 films - -he was also one of the most widely-travelled. 

During his career of more than 50 years he visited 40 countries and often conducted perfor- 
mances of his own works by the world’s great orchestras. 

Although he received the highest honour in Soviet culture - - People’s Artist of the Soviet 
Union - - Khachaturyan fell foul of the authorities during the Stalinist era. 

Soon after World War II the Stalinist rulers laid down directives for Soviet composers and 
Khachaturyan was one of those criticised in a famous Communist Party decree for his “forma- 
listic tendencies". He was told to write in a more popular fashion so that the masses could 
understand his works. But on the whole Khachaturyan was a writer of popular classics rather 
than intellectual music 

Apart from Sabre Dance, his other major ballet was Spartacus, picturing the revolt of the 
slaves in ancient Rome, and he also wrote three symphonies and numerous piano and violin con- 
certos. 

Khachaturyan and his late wife, Makarova - - also a composer - - lived for many years in a 
modest apartment block off Moscow’s Grosky Street where his neighbours included Shostako- 
vich and another composer, Georgi Kobalevsky. 

Khachaturyan leaves a son, Karen.

The compulsory aspect "of- 
the changeover in Britain, and

“New right” emerges in U.S. 
over dissatisfaction with 


the Panama Canal Treaties

WASHINGTON, (R). — The 
extreme right has tfeen quick 
to exploit what it sees as dis- 
satisfaction among some Am- 
ericans over the Panama Can- 
al treaties.

to Panama by the year 2000. 

The American Conservative 
Union offered one indication of 
the extent of that discon- 
tent when it reported re- 
ceiving $700,000 in contri- 
butions after airing a half- 
hour television documentary 
on tbe canal "give away” on 
independent stations around 
the country. 

The union has doubled its 
membership in the past year 
to about 300.000 people: 

The “new right” 

Conservative spokesmen be- 
gan to use the term “new 
right" to refer to ifs own ac- 
tivists who split from the tra- 


ditional sonservative moveme- 
nt and formed new and, in the 
American political context, ra- 
dical groups to exploit that 
discontent 

."We took a leaf out of the 
liberal book and got people in- 
volved in a specific social is- 
sue,” said Howard Phillips, 
head of one of those groups, 
the Conservative Caucus. 

"Once we got them involv- 
ed it was easy to expand the- 
ir horizons.” 

Mr. Phillips, who headed 
the White House Office of Ec- 
onomic Opportunity under the 
Nixon administration (“my 
mission was to close it down, 
but I didn't succeed”) said ma- 
ny Americans saw the Pana- 
ma Canal issue as a symbol of 
their country's policy of ap- 
peasement. 

“We’ve been identifying with 
thousands of people we have 
never been able to identify 
with before," he said. "Now 
we have to convert those po- 
tential assets into positive (po- 
litical) assets.” 

Assembling new majority 

Representative Philip Cra- 
ne, an Illinois Republican and 


one of the most articulate 
conservative spokesmen in Co- 
ngress, said that he and his 
fellows were "putting togeth- 
er new tools to rech the new 
majority of Americans." 

Those tools include massive 
direct mail campaigns, money 
and educational seminars for 
conservative political candida- 
tes and intensified lobbying 
for conservative causes. 

They pulled out all the stops 
for the Senate battle over the 
canal treaties, supplying, in 
the worlds of New Hampshire 
Sen. Thomas J. McIntyre, “the 
most compelling evidence to 

date than an ominous change 
is taking place in the very 
character and direction of Am- 
erican politics." 

The new radical 1 ;, said Seri. 
McIntyre, were different from 
the traditional American con- 
servative. Their aim was not 
in the tradition of compromise, 
“but to annihilate those they 
see as enemies.” 

More sophisticated 

Leo Ribuffo. a professor of 
American history at George 
Washington Univern^v. also 
believes there is a shift to the 


right in American politics and 
that the neo-conservatives are 
“more sophisticated in their 
viciousness” than their prede- 
cessors, among whom be men- 
tioned Richard Nixon and the 
late Sen. Joseph McCarthy. 

However, he also warned 
against the liberal tendency -- 
and (hat of (he media as well 
-- to overplay the size of the 
new right and ‘‘make it seem 
more dangerous than it really 
is." 

Many of the grass-roots sup- 
porters whom the new right 
enlisted during the canal tat- 
tle were not necessarily poli- 
tical animals at all. 

"The canal issue brought out 
a national sentiment and the 
basic, solid American cultural 
conservatism” he said. "The 
working class see the canal as 
a sacred national item." 

But the new right leaders 
believe that, once having in- 
creased their constituency th- 
rough the canal issue, they 
wfl] be able to hang on to it. 

“In essence, it will depend 
on how we cultivate it," said 
Congressman Crane's media 
director. 



lack agreed basis, 
Waldheim reveals 


UNITED NATIONS* May 3 
(R). — Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim said there was no 
agreed basis for a resumption 
of inter-communal talks on 
Cyprus but promised to conti- 
nue his efforts aimed at res- 
tarting the negotiating process.. 

In a statement issued yes- 
terday through a spokesman. 
Dr. Waldheim noted that on 
April 19 he personally handed 
Cypriot President Spyros Kyp- 
rianou in Nicosia a set of Tur- 
kish -Cypriot proposals he had 
received in Vienna six days 
earlier, 

"Mr. Kyprianou informed 
the secretary general that these 
proposals were not acceptable 
as a basis for the resumption 
of inter-communal talks,” the. 
statement continued. 

“Evidently there is a gap 
between the positions of the 
two parties as regards the ba- 
sis for a resumption of tbe 
talks." 

In these circumstances the 
secretary general, in pursuance 
of the good offices mandate 
entrusted to him by the Secu- 


rity Council in 1975, intended 
to continue his consultation 
"in order to clarify the positf. 
ons of both sides In regard to 
a resumption of the negotiaj. 
ing process," the statement 
concluded. 

Talks between represent* 
tives of the Greek-Cypriot mg 
Turkish -Cypriot communities 
have bees stalled for the past 
year.. There have been sir 
rounds of negotiations sty* 
the talks began in Vienna fa 
April 1975, aimed at setting 
constitutional and territorial 
issues. 

Following the occupation 
the northern part of Cyprmj 
by the Turkish army, the Tw-.i 
kish-Cypriots. accounting for 
about 18 per cent of the popo-.: 
lation, proclaimed a Federated 
State of Cyprus comprising ne- 
arly 40 per cent of the island's, 
territory. 

Turkey said its troops we-, 
re sent in to protect the Tur- 
kish-Cypriot minority in the' 
wake of a short-lived coup en- 
gineered by officers from main- 
land Greece. -
